BATAVIA (AP) An atmos 
phere of tense unrest pervaded 
Java today as leaders of the un- 
recognized “Indonesian Repub 
lic” announced they would refuse 
to meet with Netherlands East 
Indies officials “so long as the 
Dutch keep their present atti 
tude.” 

The announcement ap 
parently ended hopes for a con- 
ference of Nationalist leaders 
and Dutch officials with Lt.-Gen.

The Indonesians made it-clear 
they Were Willing fo negotiate 
but with the British authorities | 
alone.
